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REMARKS 

In view of the following remarks, the Examiner is requested to allow Claims 
30-31 and 34-47, the only claims pending and under examination in this application. 

The Examiner is thanked for allowing Claims 34 to 45. 

In the above amendments, Claims 49 and 50 have been cancelled. In 
addition, Claims 30 and 46 have been amended to replace the phrase introduce the 
phrase "openings that comprise perforations". Support for this amendment can found 
page 2, line 34 of the specification. As the above amendments introduce no new 
matter to the application and place the claims in condition for allowance, their entry 
by the Examiner is respectfully requested. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph 

Claims 30, 31 , 46, 47, 49 and 50 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, 
second paragraph for various issues. 

In making this rejection, with respect to Claims 30 and 46 and claims 
dependent thereon, the Examiner has asserted that the claims are indefinite 
because of the asserted lack of clarity with respect to the term "cut." For example, 
the Examiner asserts that lack of clarity is present because it is not clear how the cut 
was formed, e.g., with scissors or a scalpel. 

While not agreeing with the position of the Office and solely in order to 
expedite prosecution of the application, Claims 30 and 46 have been amended to 
specify performations. As this new term is definite, this amendment overcomes this 
rejection with respect to these claims. In addition, Claims 49 and 50 have been 
cancelled. 

Accordingly, this rejection may be withdrawn.
